IN NRA RESHAPING 


‘Hands Off’ Warning on 


Much-Disputed Labor 
Clause Follows Rap at 
A. F. L. on Williams. 


WASHINGTON, ¥eb. 6.—(P)—A 
presidential request that congress in 
reshaping NRA keep hands off See- 
tion 7-A, the tumult-marked labor 
bargaining clause, came _ indirectly 
today from the White House. 

This word was passed quietly to 
congressional leaders at a conference 
with President Roosevelt, at which an 
administration move to extend the 
basic principles of NRA for two more 
years was tentatively decided upon. 

On the White House steps, Sena- 
tor Robinson, of Arkansas, the demo- 
eratic leader, asserted the few alter- 
ations to he suggested for the recov- 
mainty those-dietated — by “experi- 
ence,” 

There has been agitation in both 
labor and industrial ranks for a re- 
vision of Section 7-A, but quarters 
informed of the happenings at to- 
day's White House meeting said the 
ehief executive had expressed a wish 
for no tampering with. it.

RAYS Through this confusion there are certain rays of light. 
One is that the New Deal labor policy is yet undefined, 

but it will not long remain so. The question of free self-determina- 

tion of union affiliation for workers is now in the courts (Houde, 

Weirton cases). These decisions will have far more to do with 

determining New Deal labor policy than the auto code. 

Also evident is the fact that the White House is not particu- 
larly afraid of the A. F. of L., which has about 3,000,000 mem- 
bers among the 26,000,000 wage earners. And the A. F. of L. is 
not particularly anxious to break with anyone except Mr. Richberg.

= ee tad HEAT The high-pressure lobbying groups have found a new 

trick. It was used successfully in inducing senators to 
vote against the World Court and is now being used by veterans’ 
lobbies on the bonus. 

It is founded on an old legislative custom. State legislatures 
very often adopt resolutions asking congress to pass or defeat 
certain national legislation. It is a simple matter for lobbying or- 
ganizations to get such resolutions adopted by the legislatures. 
They are notoriously amenable to lobbying pressure. 

When such resolutions arrive here they are more or less ter- 
rorizing to congressmen, for they indicate that their whole state is 
beseeching them. At least two votes against the court were made 
this way. Bonus petitions now are coming in nearly every day. 
One day recently two were received by the senate from Washington 
state and Missouri (this does not mean these two were lobbied 
through these particular legislatures). 

The scheme is particularly good this year because nearly all 
the legislatures are in session and the petitions can be rushed 


through to meet any special situation here.

Witness Says Slain Scott 
Accused White Man Be- 
fore Death. 


Testimony to the effect that W. A. 
|Seott had charged 4 white man with 
'firmg the shot which resulted in his 
death was introduced Wednesday in 
Fulton superior court on the trial of 
George Maddox Jr., brother-in-law of 
the negro editor who was slain Jan- 
uary 30, 1934. 

Dr. C. W. Powell, negro physician, 
swore that Scott, while a patient in his 
hospital after the shooting, told city 
detectives in his presence a white man 
had fired the shots, one of which took 
effect in the stomach.

She made the band and the ties 4 
inches wide and double. 

She stitched the white and red 
| bands together. Next she basted un- 
der the ray edge at top white band 
and at bottom of a red band. The 
two-color band was laid in place on 
|the apron after the raw edge at the 
| bottom of the apron was basted and 
turned up on the right side of the 
apron. She could have stitched the 
bottom of apron and raw edge of red 
strip and then after pressing, brought 
the two-color band up on body of 
apron, 

The band was basted in place and 
then stitched, top, bottom and along 
the seam that joined the red and white 
stripe. 

The stitching continued on the sides 
of the apron only so far as the bands 
covered the dark blue. The salvages 
were left uncut and no seam or hem 
was made at the sides. 

The pocket was placed in position 
‘as shown. The dark blue material 
‘used for it was cut from one of the 
| ties. This brings the seam of one tie 
and the belt band (which continues to 
become the other tie) about in line 
with the pocket and removes it from 
the center front of the waist band.

TREASURY SHOWS 
2 BILLION DEFICIT 


Consolidated Statement 
Bares Receipt of 51 
Cents to Dollar Spent. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—(/)— 
The treasury began work on its third 
billion “in the red” today when its 
daily statement disclosed the deficit 
had jumped to $2,011,041,971 

The consolidated statement showed 
that only 51 cents had been received 
for every dollar spent thus far in the 
present fiscal year. Total receipts 
amounted to $2,094,812.789, while to- 
tal expenditures were $4,105,854,760. 


While general cognizance was taken 
of these figures, the interest of offi- 
cial Washington was far from entire- 
ly diverted from the forthcoming de- 
cision by the supreme court on the 
“gold clause” cases. 


In an authoritative quarter it was 
stated that one part of the adminis- 
tration’s plan in the tvent of a de- 
cision unfavorable to the government 
was a presidential proclamation de- 
claring a “national emergency.’ An 
official stated such a step could be 
taken within a few minutes after a 
decision. 

Under it the president would have 
wide powers to act in attempting to 
stop any destructive effects. At the 
White House it was said such a proc- 
lamation had not been prepared, and 
Mr. Roosevelt said he had not discuss- 
ed the situation. 

In the matter of the treasury’s pres- 
ent condition, the regular statement 


today reported that ordinary expendi- 


‘tures were kept within a radius that 
would provide a balanced budget, but 
‘that emergency 


expenditures for the 
purposes of unemployment and relief 
had added more than $2,000,000,000 
to the total. 

Government revenue during the pe- 
riod was up 377,000,000 over last 
year, with all classes showing in- 
creases except customs receipts and 
the income from government-owned se- 
curities. The greatest increase was 
shown in the processing tax on farm 
products which rose $151,000,000 over 
last year to $326,457,000. Were this 
tax deducted from ordinary receipts, 
as some claim it should be on the 
grounds it is an emergency levy, an 
ordinary deficit of $221,000,000 would 
accrue for the period to date. 

Income tax receipts to date have 
totalled $443,000,000, an increase of 
$102,000,000; miscellaneous internal 
revenue has mounted to $990,000,000, 
a gain of $100,000,000, but customs 
receipts dropped off $5,000,000 to a 
total of $199,000,000 

The principal and interest on for- 
eign-owned securities returned only 
$500,000 for the year to date in con- 
trast with $20,000,000 last year, while 
the return on “all other” securities 
has been $34,000,000 against $39,000,- 
OOO last year. Panama Canal tolls 
were up $1,000,000 to $14,000,000, 
and silver seigniorage amounted to 
$54,000,000 against $74,000 for the 
short period it was collected last year.

BY PARIS POLICE 


Communists Are Routed 
on Anniversary of Fatal 
1934 Riots. 


PARIS, Feb. 7.—(Thursday.)—() 
A dramatic last-minute descent upon 
the capital of several thousand com- 


| 


munists from outlying “red” districts 
was broken up by police early today 
with 1,200 arrests to commemorate 
_ anniversary of the fatal riots of 

February 6, 1934. 

Confiscating pistols, clubs and cans 
of explosive material, police pounced 
last night upon communist groups 
converging on the Place De La Con- 
corde, focus of the bloody riots a 
year ago where 19 met death, after 
a generally quiet day marked only by 
memorial services and elaborate po- 
lice precautions, 

Shortly after midnigfht police ar- 
rested a band of 40 communists, arm- 
ed with revolvers and daggers, near 
the Elysee palace, residence of the 
French president. Police said they 
were heading for Place De La Con- 
corde. 

In the earlier roundups two shots 
were fired, but nobody was hurt. 

The communists’ descent upon the 
square was broken up by a busy 
series of “preventive” arrests which 
early today had reached an estimated 
1,200, cramming some of the jails to 
capacity. The reds were picked up at 


railroad stations, subway entrances 
and autobus entrances on the out- 
skirts of the city as they gathered 
from the “red belt” around Paris and 
headed toward the center of the city. 

The communists, apparently re- 
spou.ding to orders of their leaders to 
assemble at the Place De La Concorde 
in case the rightists sought to gather 
there after their memorial meeting 
tonight, came from the outlying sub- 
urbs in large groups. 

Tipped off that they were en route 
to the city, police gathered at stra- 
tegic points ard waylaid them as they 
enfered Paris. Some of them reached! 
their objective but were quickly dis- 
persed there. 

Meanwhile, the patriotic youth or- 
ganization marched 3,000 strong un- 
der police escort after the memorial 
meeting to the Arch of Triumph. 
There they dipped their flags in sa- 
lute to the Unknown Soldier and dis- 
persed. 

So quickly did police round up the 
communists that the rival groups 
were kept apart, and shortly after 
midnight the Place De La Concorde 
was practically deserted. The police 
reserves were dismissed.
